A permanent system of one­ 
way toll collection on the Gold­ 
en Gate Bridge was approved 
today by bridge and highway 
district directors. 
A 90-day test of one-way tolls, 
begun Oct. 19, 1968, has been 
a success, directors were told 
by Gen. Mgr. Dale W. Lueh- 
ring. Traffic is moving faster 
and there have been savings in 
operating expenses because few­ 
er toll collectors are needed, he 
said. 
Luehring was authorized to 
prepare plans to remove some 
toll booths to provide an unob­ 
structed roadway for toil-free 
traffic. Luehring said he would 
have a preliminary report on the 
removal of booths within about 
a month. 
Luehring said he expected his 
recommendation will be that the 
toll-free direction remain north­ 
bound. The curve at the south 
end of the bridge would make 
toll-free lanes southbound “in­ 
herently more dangerous,” he 
said. 
The board voted 13-1 to accept 
L u e h r i n g ’s recommendation. 
Dissenting Director John E, 
Nelson of Mendocino County 
objected that a slight decrease 
in revenues during the 90-day 
test raised a legal question of 
whether the district was meeting 
its “obligation to protect our 
bondholders.”

Nixon Faces Problem 
Reminiscent Of Hoover's 


The daily New York stock market 
report in the Independent-Joumal on 
Monday began: 
“The stock market closed with a 
thumping loss today in fairly active 
trading. The drop in the Dow Jones in­ 
dustrial average approached the 15.54 
decline of June 5, 1967 on the out­ 
break of the six-day Arab-Israel war... 
Higher interest rates» tight credit and 
fear of further restraints on the 
economy were cited as reasons.” 
On Tuesday, major banks across the 
United States raised their prime in­ 
terest rate a quarter of one per cent, to 
a new high of 7 per cent. And the New 
York stock market story that day 
began: "The stock market closed with 
another sharp loss today as a surprised 
Wall Street reacted to another hike in 
interest rates.” 
These reports followed by only a 
few- days various year-end 
stories 
quoting 
financial 
e x p e r t s 
as 
forecasting an improved economy for 
1969. But among such year-end round­ 
ups was a somber note from Europe, 
where 
currency 
troubles 
t h a t 
threatened 
economic chaos during 
1968 remain unsolved. 


LET’S FLIP THE PAGES of the 
calendar back 40 years. 
The year 1929 opened also with 
glowing predictions. On Jan. 2, the San 
Rafael Independent carried a story 
from New York which began: 
"Checks cleared by the New York 
Clearing 
House 
today 
aggregated 
more than three billion for the first 
time in history.. . . The unprecedented 
clearings reflected year-end interest 
and dividend disbursements.” 
A second New York story on the 
tame day opened: 
"The stock market of 1928 smashed 
all records. . . . The end of the year 
finds America's business in ship-shape 
order; its credit unlimited; its captains 
of industry optimistic of the future.. 


THE FIRST FLAWS in this rosy pic­ 
ture appeared little over a month 
later. Early in February, two things 
happened the rediscount rate in Lon­ 
don was raised a full per cent, to 5V* 
per cent, with increases in interest

rates in the United States following 
quickly; and the Federal Reserve 
Board issued an ultimatum to member 
banks to curtail stock brokerage loans. 
On Feb. 7. the New York stock 
market story in the Independent began 
this way: "Wild selling on the stock ex­ 
change in early dealings today brought 
the most severe break since the 
debacle of last December.” It went on 
to blame the rise in interest and the 
curb on speculative credit. 
Two days later, a New' York story 
reported: "America’s army of stock 
market traders saw their profits, run 
up in the greatest bull market in 
history, dwindle by about three billion 
dollars this week.” 
The market recovered somewhat 
from that setback, but in ensuing 
months its course was erratic. And on 
Oct 29, the bottom fell out of the 
market, launching the United States 
into a depression from which it did 
not fully recover until World War II. 


HERBERT HOOVER, who drew 
much of the blame for the depression, 
was still awaiting his March 4 in­ 
auguration as President when the 
market began its antics in February, 
1929. 
Many years later, Hoover, in an 
autobiography of his White House 
years, 
laid 
the 
blame 
for 
the 
depression on economic disruptions in 
Europe, tied to the price of gold — as 
are the current troubles on the con­ 
tinent. 


RICHARD NIXON will not have to 
wait until March to take over as Presi­ 
dent. He will be inaugurated week 
after next. But the financial situation 
as he enters office will be remarkably 
similar to that which faced Hoover on 
March 4,1929: spiraling interest rates, 
uncertainty 
in 
foreign 
currencies, 
pressures on the price of gold — and 
disquieting reaction on Wall Street. 
This will face the new President with 
one of his greatest immediate prob­ 
lems.

“The fundamental problem 
is to reconcile the conflict 
between transportation needs 
and community values.” said 
Post. Community values in­ 
clude preservation of parks, 
clean air, views, homes, the 
local tax base, open space and

neighborhoods, be noted. 


One result of the conflict. Post 
explained, can be the sort of 
stalemate that has occurred in 
San Francisco, where the com­ 
munity rejected state freeway 
plans. “ Such stalemates prevent 
allocation of state funds to solve 
transportation needs in these 
communities,” he said. 
The result is that communities 
unwilling to sacrifice their own 
values cannot obtain state and 
federal funds for transportation 
needs, according to P o s t ’ s 
report. 
Current state law also allows 
the state to divert gas tax con­ 
tributions 
from 
communities 
which choose to impose a sales 
tax on themselves to finance 
public transit, said Post, on the 
ground that public t r a n s i t 
reduces the need for freeways. 


Thus, the voters’ reward for 
imposing

themselves is a loss of gas 
taxes they would have receiv­ 
ed if they wanted freeways in­ 
stead of public transit.

Knox already had lined up the 
nine NHL votes needed for 
approval. 


PRICE? 
Knox vainly sought an NHL 
expansion franchise in 1965— 
when Oakland was accepted— 
and was a part of the aborte< 
effort to bring major league 
baseball to Buffalo last May 
when the National League chose 
San Diego and Montreal. 
Knox declined Thursday to 
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disclose the purchase price of

dent strike. The boy was sus­ 
pended. not as one of the stu­ 
dents who cut school to partici­ 
pate in the strike against the 
Vietnam War, but for encourag-1 
ing others to join the strike and 
for the pamphlet episode.

Toll Made 


Permanent 


A permanent system of one­ 
way toll collection on the Gold­ 
en Gate Bridge was approved 
today by bridge and highway 
district directors. 
A 90-day test of one-way tolls, 
begun Oct. 19, 1968, has been 
a success, directors were told 
by Gen. Mgr. Dale W. Lueh- 
ring. Traffic is moving faster 
and there have been savings in 
operating expenses because few­ 
er toll collectors are needed, he 
said. 
iAiehring was authorized to 
prepare plans to remove some 
toll booths to provide an unob­ 
structed roadway for toll-free 
traffic. Luehring said he would 
have a preliminary report on the 
removal of booths within about 
a month. 
Luehring said he expected his 
recommendation will be that the 
toll-free direction remain north­ 
bound. The curve at the south 
end of the bridge would make 
toll-free larres southbound “ in­ 
herently more dangerous,” he 
said. 
The board voted 13-1 to accept 
L u e h r i n g ’s recommendation. 
Dissenting Director John 
E. 
Nelson of Mendocino County 
objected that a slight decrease 
in revenues during the 90-day 
test raised a legal question of 
whether the district was meeting 
its “obligation to protect our 
bondholders.” 
District Auditor Gordon E. 
Dahlgren 
reported,

that the annual savings in oper­ 
ating costs will be about $120,000 
a year, more than off-setting the 
revenue losses. 
The former chief engineer of 
the district, Arthur C. Jenkins, 
told directors today that he still 
believed the annual revenue loss 
from the one-way toll collection 
system would be $400. 
Director Michael Womum of 
Mill Valley termed the one-way 
tolls “the most popular decision 
this board ever made.”

BUNNELL, Fla. - Young hip­ 
pie Kit Armen Hayden was 
found guilty yesterday of killing 
a vacationing college student in 
a double slaying which also took 
the life of James Moore, 18, of 
San Anselmo. 
A jury deliberated over four 
hours before finding Hayden 
responsible for the death of 
Daniel Shoultz, 18, of Solsberry, 
Ind., Nov. 29, 1967.

go — unlike the present service. 
Most important, said Jenkins, 
the district has the authority to 
set vehicular toll rates on the 
bridge and would be able to in­ 
crease passenger car fares to 
encourage use of the buses. 
The district also has the uni­ 
que capability to balance a 
deficit bus operation with a pro­ 
fitable bridge operation. 
Jenkins also suggested that

federal funds may be available 
to help finance the new bus 
system. 
“The impending crisis has 
been evident for 10 years or 
more,” said Jenkins, “but major 
studies 
have 
produced

substantial results and none is in 
sight. It now appears to be time 
to face realities and seek a 
remedy 
through 
t h e 
less- 
glamorous potential of mass 
transit system designed around 
the modern, efficient, flexible, 
and utilitarian motor bus. 
“The strain of personal driv­ 
ing has become so great that a 
real potential now exists for 
swinging a substantial portion of 
the peak hour commuters to the 
bus system,” said Jenkins in 
his report. 
“Transportation has become 
t h e 
researchers’ 
paradise.” 
Jenkins said. “Since 1913 the 
subject has been researched ad 
infinitum.” 
Proposals for a second bridge 
to Marin County, a second deck 
on the Golden Gate Bridge and 
reserved lanes for buses do not 
“ in the least way conflict” with 
his 
proposed 
system, 
s a i d 
Jenkins. 
The bus system, 
however, 
“should not be looked upon as a 
low grade, stop-gap substitute 
for rail rapid transit,” Jenkins 
said. “To the contrary, it should 
be accepted as an equivalent to 
such a rail line.” 
Turning to the Marin County 
Transit District, Jenkins noted 
“there has been no positive ac­ 
tion” by the transit district in i 
almost five years’ existence. 
The 
transit 
district 
either 
could dissolve itself, he said, or 
operate a bus system within 
Marin County. 
Ferry boats, noted Jenkins, 
“under most optimistic predic­ 
tions, would fall far short of pro­ 
viding a satisfactory solution” to 
transportation problems.

month. The committee, com­ 
posed of eight l e g i s l a t o r s , 
reportedly felt that its proposal 
would pass the Legislature only 
with a referendum — to get the 
monkey off the Legislature’s 
back. 


Regional government is op-

b y m a n y l o c a l 
governments and existing agen­ 
cies — which fear they will lose 
their powers — but a referen­ 
dum would allow c a u t i o u s 
legislators to approve it on the 
ground that the voters should 
have a chance to decide the 
issue.

Klyces Mark 50 Married Years 


Melvin Harvey Klyce, mem­ 
ber of a pioneer Mill Valley 
family 
who 
with 
his 
wife 
Mabel celebrated the 50th an­ 
niversary of their marriage on 
Jan. 1, is an authority on the 
building that went on in Mill 
Valley as that town grew from 
a village to its present popula­ 
tion of 12.000.

Form Excellent Duo

NEW YORK (AP) — The plav 
is “ Hadrian V II.” The star is 
Alec McCowen. The place is 
Broadway’s Hayes theater. 
Rarely is the mind-grabbing, 
attention-gripping potential of 
drama so triumphantly realized 
as in the colorful production 
which opened Wednesday night 
to lusty ovation. 


PAPAL THEME 
The story, weaving between 
fact and fantasy, concerns a 
whimpering craven 
who be­ 
comes a Pope bent on reforming 
the church—and if that hardly 
seems a theme of broad inter­ 
est. seeing is believing. 
Peter Luke, a British film and 
TV operative, bases his script 
upon the writings of Frederick 
W’illiam Rolfe, an eccentric mi­ 
nor literary figure of the late 
Victorian era. 
Devised as a play within a 
play, “ Hadrian V II” begins — 
and ands—with Rolfe himself, 
penniless, friendless and petty 
in the grip of debtors’ bailiffs. 
The central sector concerns a 
novel in which Rolfe dreams of 
himself as the archbishop of 
Christendom, elected by fluke 
after having twice been thrown 
out of seminaries—as the real 
Rolfe actually was. 


OUTRAGEOUSLY FUNNY 
In this lengthy, intricate and 
sometimes outrageously funny 


role, McCowen Ls repeating the 
portrayal which earned him ku­ 
dos during the original London 
presentation. 
Ranging from petulant petti­ 
ness to devious grandeur, Mc­ 
Cowen grasps the part with 
spellbinding 
conviction 
and 
credibility. 
The rest of the cast, all new 
for New York, fill out the stage 
with commensurate artistry— 
for the most part—under the di­ 
rection of Peter Dews. 
Theatricality reaches a peak 
of grandeur in a resplendent pa­ 
rade of churchly dignitaries, 
sweeping down the playhouse 
aisles to bestow the triple tiara 
upon the cocky little man who 
can cry out “ you are a natural 
Christian, 1 am a religious fa­ 
natic.” 


TALE OF GUILE

The “ cluster college” p ro

Nixon Faces Problem 


Reminiscent O f Hoover's 


The daily New York stock market 
report in the Independent-Journal on 
Monday began: 
“The stock market closed with a 
thumping loss today in fairly active 
trading. The drop in the Dow jones in­ 
dustrial average approached the 15.54 
decline of June 5. 1967 on the out­ 
break of the six-dav Arab-Israel w ar.. . 
Higher interest rates, tight credit and 
fear of 
further 
restraints on 
the 
economy were cited as reasons.” 
On Tuesday, major banks across the 
United States raised their prime in­ 
terest rate a quarter of one per cent, to 
a new high of 7 per cent. And the New 
York stock market story that day 
began: ‘ The stock market closed with 
another sharp loss today as a surprised 
Wall Street reacted to another hike in 
interest rates.” 
These reports followed by only a 
few 
days 
various year-end 
stories 
quoting 
financial 
e x p e r t s 
as 
forecasting an improved economy for 
1969. But among such year-end round­ 
ups was a somber note from Europe, 
where 
currency 
troubles 
t h a t 
threatened 
economic 
chaos 
during 
1968 remain unsolved. 


LET S FLIP THE PAGES of the 
calendar back 40 years. 
The year 1929 opened also with 
glowing predictions. On Jan. 2. the San 
Rafael Independent carried a sto ry 
from New York which began: 
“Checks cleared by the New York 
Clearing 
House 
today 
aggregated 
more than three billion for the first 
time in history. . . . The unprecedented 
clearings reflected year-end interest 
and dividend disbursements." 
A second New York story on the 
same day opened: 
“The stock market of 1928 smashed 
all records. . . . The end of the year 
finds America's business in ship-shape 
order; its credit unlimited; its captains 
of industry optimistic of the future...” 


THE FIRST FLAWS in this rosy pic­ 
ture appeared little over a month 
later. Early in February, two things 
happened: the rediscount rate in Lon­ 
don was raised a full per cent, to 5V2 
per cent, with increases in interest

rates in the United States following 
quickly; 
and 
the

Reserve 
Board issued an ultimatum to member 
banks to curtail stock brokerage loans. 
On Feb. 7. the New York stock 
market story in the Independent began 
this way: “Wild selling on the stock ex­ 
change in early dealings today brought 
the 
most 
severe 
break 
since 
the 
debacle of last December.” It went on 
to blame the rise in interest and the 
curb on speculative credit. 
Two days later, a New York story 
reported: “America's army of stock 
market traders saw’ their profits, run 
up in the greatest bull market in 
history, dwindle by about three billion 
dollars this week.” 
The market recovered somewhat 
from that setback, but in ensuing 
months its course was erratic. And on 
Oct 29. the bottom fell out of the 
market, launching the United States 
into a depression from which it did 
not fully recover until World War II. 


HERBERT 
HOOVER, 
who 
drew 
much of the blame for the depression, 
was still awaiting his March 4 in­ 
auguration as President when the 
market began its antics in February. 
1929. 
Many years later. Hoover, in an 
autobiography of his White House 
years, 
laid 
the 
blame 
for 
the 
depression on economic disruptions in 
Europe, tied to the price of gold — as 
are the current troubles on the con­ 
tinent. 


RICHARD NIXON will not have to 
wait until March to take over as Presi­ 
dent. He will be inaugurated week 
after next. But the financial situation 
as he enters office will be remarkably 
similar to that which faced Hoover on 
March 4, 1929: spiraling interest rates, 
uncertainty 
in 
foreign 
currencies, 
pressures on the price of gold — and 
disquieting reaction on Wall Street. 
TTais will face the new President with 
one of his greatest immediate prob­ 
lems. He may wrell be justified in giv­ 
ing it precedence over more widely 
discussed matters, such as war in Viet­ 
nam and unrest on campuses and in 
city streets.

A federal mediator scheduled 
separate meetings with the two 
sides after a joint session yes­ 
terday resulted in no announced 
progress toward settlement. 
The news agency continued to 
supply its basic services in 50 
states and throughout the world. 


including general, state, sports 
and financial news as well as 
photos and newsfeatures. The 
work was done by executives, 
exempt employees, non - guilds- 
man and some guild members 
w ho chose not to join the strike. 


The AP, in a suit filed in State 
Supreme Court here, sought to 
enjoin

Workers from leaving their jobs 
in observance of picket lines es­ 
tablished by the guild at AP 
New York headquarters and at 
bureaus across the country- The 
union 
was 
ordered 
to 
show 
cause today why the injunction 
should not be issued. 


The guild represents 1.313 ed­ 
itorial. 
photographic, 
clerical 


and other employees of the AP 
throughout the country. Nego­ 
tiations have been under way 
fir five weeks The old contract 
expired Dec. 31. but was extend­ 
ed six times until Wednesday 
night when the guild broke off 
negotiations 
and 
subsequently 
called a strike for yesterday. 


The AP offered a three-year 
contract calling for a $250 week­ 
ly top minimum salary for expe­ 
rienced 
newsmen, 
photogra­ 
phers and some other classifica­ 
tions at the start of the third 
year. The guild’s last proposal 
called for a $264 top minimum.

Declarer took the queen of 
spades, drew three rounds of 
trumps and then led out the ace 
and king of clubs. This play 
would work if the clubs broke 
normally, if either player had 
the singleton ten or queen, or if 
East had four clubs. 
Unfortunately, West had the 
jclub length, and his two club 
tricks defeated the slam. 
South was right for the first 
four tricks, but then he played 
the clubs badly. He should take 
the ace of clubs and then get to 
his hand with the ace of spades 
to lead the next club from the 
South hand. 
SAFETY PLAY 
If West plays a low club, 
declarer tries a finesse with 
dummy’s eight of clubs. South 
doesn’t mind rosing this finesse, 
since then the clubs will break 
normally, and dummy’s king 
will later clear the suit 
As the cards lie, the eight of 
clubs wins; and South then has 
an easy time. If West put up the 
ten of clubs, declarer would win 
with dummy’s king and lead the 
eight of clubs to force out the 
queen. 
EQUALLY SAFE 
South would be equally safe if 
East had started with Q-10-x-x of 
clubs.

SACRAMENTO - California's 
freeway system is a flop in j 
urban areas, and only if state 
highway funds are turned over 
to regional governments will the

Legislative Analyst A. Alan Post 
has reported. 


Urban freeways not only do 
a poor job of serving both 
commuters and t h r o u g h 
travelers, but also often ignore 
community values, according 
to his report to the Assembly 
Transportation and Commerce 


His report will be heard by the 
committee at 1:30 p.m. Wed­ 
nesday here in the Capitol, and 
is expected to spark a strong 
defense of the freeway system 
by 
the 
B u s i n e s s 
and 
Transportation Agency. 


“ The fundamental problem 
is to reconcile the conflict 
between transportation needs 
and community values.” said 
Post. Community values in­ 
clude preservation of parks, 
clean air, views, homes, the 
local tax base, open space and

neighborhoods, he noted. 


One result of the conflict. Post 
explained, can be the sort of 
stalemate that has occurred in 
San Francisco, where the com­ 
munity rejected state freeway 
plans. “ Such stalemates prevent 
allocation of state funds to solve 
transportation needs in these 
I communities,” he said. 


The result is that communities 
| unwilling to sacrifice their own 
values cannot obtain state and 
! federal funds for transportation 
needs, according to P o s t ' s 
report. 
Current state law also allows | 
the state to divert gas tax con- !

Peter Anderson can float a fly into the mouth of a 
trout from a distance of 100 feet. His technique with a 
trout line is flawless. His casting accuracy is amazing. 
Anderson is fly casting champion of Scotland. 
Once again he is demonstrating his skills for Cow 
Palace crowds at the annual San Francisco Sports and 
Boat Show where he made his American debut a year 
ago. The show opened today and will run until Jan. 19. 
Anderson was such a big hit last year that Tom 
Rooney, managing director of the show, brought him 
back for repeat performances this year. Anderson cuts 
a colorful figure in his clan’s tartan. He is known as the 
kilted fisherman from Kirkintilloch. 


Enjoys Chats On Fishing 
Anderson isn’t just a colorful character. He is an 
extremely capable lecturer on fishing fundamentals. 
But he dislikes being called a lecturer. 
“I try not to lecture,” he said. “But I enjoy friend­ 
ly chats about fishing.” 
Obviously so do scores of young and old 
fishermen who crowd about him as he explains how he 
makes a trout line sing to target areas of the show’s 
100-foot casting pool. 


The Secret Is Delivery 
“Deceiving a fish into taking a lure is the basic 
idea of fishing,” Anderson says. “All anglers un­ 
derstand this. The difficulty for most is delivering the 
lure to a spot where a trout can mouth it.” 
Anderson makes 100-foot accuracy casts look 
simple. If the show’s casting pool extended beyond 100 
feet, Anderson’s accuracy wouldn’t suffer. Distance is 
no problem for him. Among his dozen professional 
titles is a salmon spinning distance record of 106 
meters (347 feet). 
Anderson’s relaxed and informal manner with au­ 
diences is the secret of his success. He draws sellout 
crowds to his friendly chats in Scotland. 


Attracts Huge Crowds 
Four years ago Anderson drew a crowd of 18,000 
to one of his talks in Edinburgh. The following year 
another speaker was substituted for Anderson. Only 
3,000 turned out. Anderson was put back on the pro­ 
gram and a crowd of 21,000 turned out.
